TRIP RAPID ON LAST DAY 


Crowds Meet Train at Mill Towns 
—President Faces Many State 
and Political Problems. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—The 
President and Mrs. Coolidge returned 
to Washington tonight after their 
long journey. from the Black Hills, 
arriving at the Union Station at 10 
o’clock, and went immediately to the 
White House, which had been re- 
modeled in their absence. 

They were accompanied by their 
son, John, and were met on the train 
platform by Secretaries Mellon, Kel- 
logg and Jardine and Attorney Gen- 
eral Sargent. 

There was a crowd of about 500 
persons.at the station when the Pres- 
idential train rolled in, and it was 
enthusiastic in its greeting, cheering 
the President and Mrs. Coolidge as 
they proceeded along the train plat- 
form to the Presidential room. § 

After a cordial exchange of greet- 
ings with the members of the Cabi- 
net present, the President and his 
family, seven minutes after arriving, 
left the. station for the White House. 

A quick trip was made across 
Washington, the Presidential party 
reaching the White House at 10:18 
o’clock. ° Those who accompanied 
the ‘President said he was visibly 
pleased with the receptions he had 


received along the route of. his. ae oe 


turn. 
At Cumberland there were about 
3,500 persons, with a band, at the 


railway station when the Présiden- 
tial special passed. Although it was 
dark when the train sped through 
historic Harpers aoe Brunswick 
and Rockville, crowds also 
greeted the ‘President at those 
places, 


Train Makes Speedy Trip. 
The daylight trip of the President’s 
special train through Indiana, Ohio 
and Pennsylvania was made at a 
rapid rate. The train did not slow 
down to five miles an hour as it 
passed through the stations, as it did 


yesterday, when traveling through 
South Dakota, Minnesota and Wis- 
consin. 

The_ final gy ge given to the 
President, and e largest on his 
homeward trip, was at Madison, 
Wis., at 10 o’clock last night. Gov- 
ernor Zimmerman and other State 
officials boarded the train there and 
testified. that his policies were ac- 
ceptable to that State. At Chicago, 
where the train was transferred to 
the Baltimore & Ohio tracks in the 
outlying yards, a letter of greeting 
was sent to the ‘President by Mayor 
——— at 2 o’clock in the morn-

Fhe necessary train stops were 
made at Garrett, Ind.; Willard, Ohio, 
and Glenwood Junction, near Pitts- 
burgh. .At this place a large crowd 
had assembled. That was true also 
of Connellsville, Pa. The populous 
industrial towns between Pittsburgh 
and Cumberland, Md., furnished 
their quotas of cheering people. 

The train made as much speed as 
pogsible'all day in order to make up 
for the slow schedule of yesterday. 
The President and Mrs. Coolidge ap- 
peared on the rear platform to give 
those along the route a passing 
glance of them. The weather was 
cool and pleasant in the mountain 
district of Pennsylvania and Mary- 
land, and the vacationists were 
braced up after their uncomfortable 
train trip of yesterday.

Brazilian Engineer Tells~ of 
Finding the British Explorer’ 
Settled in Tropical Paradise. 


LIVES NEAR RIVER OF DOUBT 


Renounced Civilized World, It Is 
Asserted, After Failing in 
Quest for Lost City. 


LIMA, Peru, Sept. 11 ().—Roger 
Courteville, the Brazilian engineer 
who says he found Colonel P. H. 
Fawcett, a noted British explorer, 
has given further details of his meet- 
ing with Colonel Fawcett, who has 
not been heard from since May, 1925. 
: CourteviHe -was on an. automobile 
expedition in the interests of his 
Government, which purposes to con- 
struct a highway that. will enable a 
trip to be made from the Pacific to 
the Atlantic in fourteen days. Start- 


ing from Rio Janeiro Sept. 12, 1926,

mobile :the. jungles of Brazil and 
Bolivia. ~‘ 


: Had Man Companion. 
-It'was while crossing Matto Grosso 
State last Novethber, Courteville re- 
ported, that he found Colonel Faw- 
cett living with his son and another 
white man on a farm about sixty- 
three miles from Diamantina, State 
of Matto Grosso, in the geographical 
centre of South America. 

When Colonel Fawcett arrived at 
Cuyaba, capital of the State of the 
same name, the engineer related, the 
explorer received £6,000 from the 
State Government to search for an 
ancient lost city, placed somewhere 
in Matto Grosso territory. The city 
is said to have been founded by 
white Indians, and although never 
seen by a white man, the legendary 
story of its existence has often been 
told. .It is supposed to have. great 
quantities of gold, diamonds and 
other riches, 


. A Paradise for Farming. 


Courteville’s story is that Colonel 
Fawcett, being unable to find the 
city, his son afflicted with malaria 
and the party experiencing trouble 
with the Indians, he returned to the 
starting point of his . expedition. 
There he established himself as a 
“‘fazendeiro,”’ or farmer, in a region 
described as a_ veritable paradise 
land, which has no owner. Life is 
easy there, with plenty of water and 
wild cattle. Being far from civiliza- 
tion and the daily struggles and 
problems which man must face and 
sometimes fight in order not to 
starve, the white man easily becomes 
fascinated with the primitive life, 
free from any limitation. 

Courteville described Colonel Faw- 
cett as a man of dull spirit and a 
misanthrope. He said the explorer 
became fascinated by the sorcerous 
jungle and wished to know nothing 
from the civilized world and its peo- 
ple. He spends his time fishing in 
the rivers and ‘shooting wild cattle, 
game and the marvelously featured 
tropical birds, and appears to be en- 
joying his paradisiacal existence.

PARIS, Sept.’ 11.—There® is “every 
indication that many thousands of 
American World War veterans who 
are now on their. way to'the Paris 
Convention of the American’ Legion 
will be received in the friendliest 
manner by the people of France. The 
cordial comment appearing each. day 
in both. the Parisian.and: the: provin- 
cial. press (a few radical and Com- 
munist papers -being excepted), and 
the. energy .and. enthusiasm with 
which officials are. proceeding with 
reception plans give promise of a 
wholehearted welcome. 

Certainly it cannot be denied that 
the Government feels a great respon- 
sibility in admitting to the country 
such a large’ contingent of Legion- 
aires. The burden of this respon- 
sibility is considerably increased by 
Communist threats to break up the 
Legion parade and otherwise inter- 
fere. with the smooth progress of 
the Legion program. 

But now that the Communists have 
publicly announced their intention 
of refraining from ‘direct action’ 
against the parade and of confining 
their demonstrations on Sept. 19 to 
meetings of protest in industrial dis- 
sep every one is breathing more 


act Socialists,’ although no more 
friendly to the Legion than they 
have been ever since tthe execution 
of Sacco and Vanzetti,; had already 
decided to advise their followers to 
avoid any demonstration and to re- 
main at home.

Paris to Be a Bower of Lights. 


Paris will be a veritable bower of 
lights, tens of thousands of colored 
lamps having been strung along the 
boulevards and other places Legion- 
aires wili frequent. The capital’s 
best chefs, dozens of them, have 
been mobilized for several. immense 
banquets to be tendered the Legion. 

Pessimistic predictions on how the 
Legionaires would certainly get into 
= iculties as soon as they. arrived 

in Paris have happily failed of re- 
alization. so far. Although several 
thousand delegates have been roam- 
ing around the.city for nearly a 
week, their conduct. has been above 
reproach. 

If their fellow Legionaires,. now 
upon the water, behave in like fash- 
ion there will be little or nothing. to 
do for the special court of iy hs 
officials who are to ‘‘adjust” 
controversies into which delegates 
may fall, 

Furthermore, the Legionaires will 
find a urified’’ Paris awaiting 
them, At least, that is the promise 
[oa Chiappe, Prefect of Police, 
who is nightly engaged in a vigorous 
clean-up campaign in those quarters 
of the city where joy is unconfined 
and frequently unrefined. 

The presence of five or six thou- 
sand women (wives, mothers and 
sisters of delegates) it is believed, 
will do more to make the visit a 
eee ene affair than anything 
else. 

Nevertheless, Paris is Paris and 
adequate safeguards will be thrown 
around the men, so that if their feet 
should slip ever so little a friendly 
police will be found. to pull them 
safely on the road again.

Patrolman Opens Fire. 


The negro at the. wheel cut in 

toward the curb as though. to crowd 
Cohen to the sidéwalk. The patrol- 
man was forced to slacken his speed, 
and when he again opened wide. the 
throttle ‘he sent a bullet after the 
sedan, but the car ‘continued across 
town, passed Lexington Avenue and 
neared Third Avenue. Cohen emp- 
tied his pistol after the machine and 
later found that four bullets. had hit, 
one passing through the rear left 
tire. . 
Making nearly sixty miles an hour, 
the pattolman continued the chase to 
Second Avenue, where the fugitive 
car, going full tilt, smashed into a 
taxicab driven by John Candello, 26 
years old, of B30 East Fourteenth 
Streét. The force of the blow spun 
the taxi like a top and sent it crash- 
ing into a window in the store of 
Abraham Graff, at 540° Second Ave- 
nue, on.the southeast corner. The 
force was sufficient. to bend two 
steel supports near the window and 
to shake the: entire structure. 

The collision had slowed the speed 
of the sedan and deflected its course. 
Almost at the moment that the taxi- 
cab was plowing through the store 
window the sedan smashed into the 
window of the Bel Sito Restaurant 
at 538 Second’ Avenue; and hard- 
boiled eggs and a tray of potato 
salad’ overspread the sidewalk.

DR, STRATON SHIFTS: 
IN SKYSCRAPER FIGHT 


Project for 35-Story Office 
and Church Cooperative. 


FORGIVES HIS OPPONENTS 


‘Turns Away From Past,’ He 
Says—Bids Those Who Made 
Trouble Back Into Fold. 


The ‘‘skyscraper church and apart- 
ment building,’’ for which the Rev. 
Dr. John Roach Straton has long 
battled with ‘factions ‘of ‘his congre- 
gation’ in’ Calvary Baptist Church, 
will never be built, but’ plans for ‘an 
equally ‘imposing’ structure are al- 
ready “being ‘considered. 

This was revealed last night by Dr. 
Straton ‘in his‘ first sermon since a 
vacation devoted to ‘‘much prayer, 
méditation -and Bible study,’’ during 
which he had determined to ‘turn 
away from: the past’’ and forgive 
‘“‘those who have made trouble here.”’ 

The abandonment of the original 
plan, which resulted in litigation by. 
members of the congregation who 
opposed it, resulted, he said, from 
‘financial reverses’. affecting : mem- 
bers of the corporation backing #he 
building. He did not reveal their 
names.’ +e ; 

Instead of planning a skyscraper 
combining the features of a church 
and an apartment house, Dr. Straton 
now seeks to erect a skyscraper that 
will combine a church with an office 
building. He wants it to be thirty- 
five stories high, standing on the 
present site of the church in West 
Fifty-seventh Street between Sixth 
and Seventh Avenues. 

Dr. Straton indicated that “the 
building would cost’ several million 
dollars, but that it would “‘leave the 
church over and: above the cost of 
erection perhaps $1,000,000” after the 
extra floors had been sold for ‘‘four 
or five million dollars.’’ 


Got the Idea in Prayer. 


The new idea came to Dr. Straton 
directly from God, he said he be- 
lieved, ‘‘‘while praying a few. nights 
ago between 3 and’ 4 o’clock.’’ Out- 
lining it, he said: 

‘‘On. our large lot, which is,160 by 
100 feet, under city regulations we 
would have the privilege of erecting 
a thirty-five. story. building. If we 
reserved for .our auditorium. and 
Sunday ‘schools rooms for  educa- 
tional work, offices, &c., space 
which .would be the equivalent of 
ten or fifteen floors, we would then 
have still say twenty floors above 
our church edifice which could be 
sold on this cooperative plan. 

“By having the owners ‘of the sev- 
eral floors pay an annual: pro-rata 
upkee R charge, as is done in the co- 
operative apartment houses, all ex- 
penses for heat, er, Sa elevator’ ser- 
vice, care of bui ane, insurance, 
&c., ¢duld be’ easily’ taken ‘care ‘of, 
and our building, enich might be 
known ‘as the ‘Cooperative Christian 
Building,’ would‘ thus become. one of 
the eat centres not only for 
preaching, but for Christian educa- 
tional and ionary, work, . and 
other forms of constructive service. 

“I have hoped, if this idea proves 
feasible and is acted upon that all 
of the available floors in the build- 
ing might be sold to publishin 
houses, philanthropic agencies, an 
perhaps .to: -denominations. or. to 
groups of Christians, to be used as 
headquarters for missionary work, 
soul-winning; &c.

LONDON, Sept. i11.—Charles A. 
Levine and Captain Frank T. Court- 
ney. definitely decided today to 
abandon their projected transatlantic 
flights,. Levine announced yesterday 
that he would start today or quit, so 
far as the Atlantic is concerned, for 
this year, and when today came both 
he and his pilot, Captain Walter G. 
R.. Hinchliffe, admitted that their 
proposed hop to New York would 
not be undertaken. 

Word of his decision was received 
tonight from Captain Courtney, who 


is at Corunna, Spain, where his fly- 
ing boat, the ale, was forced 
down on the first lap of his at- 
tempted flight from England to 
America by way of the Azores. 
Captains McIntosh and Wreyford, 
who are still at Baldonnel, Ireland, 
awaiting fayorabl. weather, are the 
only British fliers left who. propose 
to try the Atlantic crossing now. 


McIntosh Determined to Start, 


When seen today at Baldonnel, 
Captain McIntosh reiterated his ‘in- 


tention of making the flight to New 
York, despite the general outcry 
against it. 

‘Commandant Fitzmaurice of the 
Free State Air Force, who will ac- 
company me, is a navigator and pilot 
of wide experience,’’ Captain Mc 
tosh said. 

“We have the 
each other. Eve ing is ready. We 
cannot discontinue experimental 
work in developing aviation bécause 
of the sentimental objections of the 
public.” 


Prepare for Indian Flight. 


Meanwhile, Levine and Captain 
Hinchliffe are going ahead with 
preparations, for a flight to India. 
Captain Hinchliffe has already chosen 


a route, which includes Vienna, Buda- 
pest, Constantinople, Angora, Alex- 
andretta, Konia, ad and Basra, 
and thence follow the Persian’ Gulf 
to Djask ‘and Karachi. 

If they have plenty of fuel on their 
arrival at Karachi and there are no 
monsoons in their path, they plan to 
push on to Bombay. 

While “.evine and Captain Hinch- 
liffe are anxious to star+ as soon as 
possible, it is doubtful if they get 
away before Wednesday or urs- 
day. Captain Hinchliffe is anxious to 
discuss the trip with Flight Lieuten- 
ant Carr, the British Army flier who 

made three unsuccessful at- 
tempts to reach Karachi in the last 
four months. Moreover, Captain 
Hinchliffe will not complete prepar- 
ing his navigating charts before 
Tuesday. 

Levine is strongly opposed to start- 
ing on Tuesday, the 13th.. He de- 
clares that has always been his un- 
lucky number. The Columbia, its 
tanks brimming with 505 gallons of 
fuel, is housed at the army hangar 
at the Cranwell airdrome, ready for 
a take-off at a moment’s notice.

An impressive num- 
ber of Democratic bankers and 
business men share this hope. . 

Second, religious prejudice is 
strong in the State, especially in 
rural districts. . The prediction is 
freely made that should Governor 
Smith of. New York: be nominated 
for President by the Democratic 
National Gonvention ‘Tennessee 
will cast its électoral vote for the 
Republican electors. 


In connection with Presidential 
prospects, Tennessee must be con- 
sidered as apart from the Democratic 
Solid South: Like’ Kentucky and 
Missouri, it is a border State, in 
which partisanship has ‘been vigor- 
ous and in which both parties have 


fought their battles with an intensity 
alae of a determination to 
win. 

Tennessee, while it has remained 
mostly in the Democratic column, has 
a angen | Republican trend in cer- 
tain sections, notably in this eastern 
area, which was never partial to 
slavery and in which the two 'Con- 

essional Districts are represented 

y Republicans, and in the central 
portion of West Tennessee, where 
the ante-bellum Whig dominance was 
reflected during the Civil War by in- 
tense opposition to disunion and is 
reflected still throtgh a multitude of 
those who continue to reside in the 
homes of their Whig ancestors. 


Precedent Broken by Harding. 


After the restoration of tranquillity 
in the post-bellum period, Tennessee 
consistently cast its vote every four 
years for Democratic Presidential 
electors until 1920, when President 


Harding carried it and five of the ten 
Congressional districts went Repub- 
lican. The generality of Republicans 
concede that this was a political ac- 
cident to be attributed chiefly to a 
combination of the unpopularity of a 
Democratic State Administration 
that had increased taxation and ad- 
verse reaction toward the Wilson Na- 
tional Administration following the 
World War. 

Only through some course of the 
Democratic Party offensive to the 
bulk of Democratic voters in the 
State would Tennessee take on a Re- 
publican trend, many Republicans 
are willing to admit. It is believed by

WISE STAYS WITH ZIONISTS. 


Rabbi Notifies Congress That He 
Will Continue Work. 


BASLE, Sept. 11 (@).—The Zionist 
Congress before its adjournment to- 
day received a message from Rabbi 
Stephen S. Wise of New York de- 
claring that the incident which led 
to his withdrawal from the confer- 
ence was ‘‘a thing of relatively small 
importance.’’ 

e assured the Congress that he 
would remain a member of the Po- 
litical Committee and continue faith- 
ful collaboration. 

Rabbi Wise resigned from the Po- 
litical Committee of the Zionist Con- 
gress at Basle on Sept. 7, and pro- 
ceeded to Paris with the intention of 
returning immediately to the United 
Staes. 

His resignation was due to a con- 
troversy which developed over the 
policy of the Zionist Executive and 
the ‘attitudé of Great Britain under 
its Palestine mandate, 


BASLE, Switzerland, Sept. 11 
(Jewish Telegraphic Agency).—Dr. 
Chaim. Weizmann,. leader of the In- 
ternational Zionist movement, was 
re-elected President of the world 
Zionist organization, and Nahum So- 
kolow was reelected Chairman of 
the Zionist Executive at the last ses- 
sion of the Zionist Congress, which 
ended here early this morning. 

The re-election of the Executive, 
and particularly the composition of 
the Jerusalem Executive, marked a 
victory for the American Zionist 
delegation and came after an all- 
night session. Dr. Weizmann, Mr. 
Sokolow, Dr. A. Eder of London, 
Felix Rosenblueth of Germany and 
Louis Lipsky, President of the Zion- 
ist Organization of America, were 
selected members of the Zionist Ex- 
ecutive in London... - 

Miss Henrietta’ Szold, Honorary 
President and founder of the Ha- 
dassah, American women’s Zionist 
organization; Harry Sacher, English 
Jurist resident in’ Jerusalem, and 
Colonel Frederick H. Kisch were 
elected members of the Jerusalem 
triumvirate, which is given wide 
power in the administration of Zion- 
ist affairs in Palestine.

WARNED AIRMAN IN ’61 
TO BE WARY OF OCEAN 


Prof. Henry’s Letter to Lowe, 
Who Planned Atlantic Balloon. 
Flight, Found in Smithsonian.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—The dif- 
ficulties in the path’ of a westward 
flight from Europe to the . United 
States were emphasized sixty-six 
years ago by Professor Joseph 
Henry, famous physicist and. first 
Secretary of the Smithsonian ‘Insti- 
tution, in a letter to, Thaddeus,S. C. 
Lowe, inventor and aeronautical en- 
gineer. 

A copy of that letter has just been 
uneartged in the archives of the 
Smithsonian Institute. What Profes- 
sor Henry said in 1861 relative to 
transatlantic wind conditions is re- 
garded by meteorologists and avia- 
tion experts here as having a pointed 
bearing on some of the conditions 
faced in recent attempts to fly be- 
tween Europe and America. 

Lowe at that time was occupied 
witha scheme to fly from America 
to Europe in a balloon—the largest 
which had’ever been built. Not only 
did he spend much money on the 
venture but he had»the support of 
eminent:’Philadelphians, including 
Gecrge W. Childs, John C. Cresson, 
J. B. Lippincott, ‘William Hamilton 
and others who contributed several 
thousand dollars to ‘further Lowe’s 
efforts to demonstrate the feasibil- 
ity of: transatiantic air navigation. 

In December, 1860, sixteen eminent 
Philadelphians, - including. those 
named, petitioned’ the Smithsonian 
regénts to furnish him aid and ad- 
vice. The regents decided they could 
not-make an appropriation from: the 
Smithsonian fund for the Lowe ven- 
ture but directed Professor wngaene ike) 
give Lowe any advice -he m ght 
“deem fit as to his experiments.’

American Negotiations Likely to Be 
Long Drawn Out—Franco-German 
Accord Took Two Years.

PARIS, Sept. 11.—There is very 
little likelihood of the Franco- 
American trade negotiations getting 
under way before the middie of Oc- 
tober, THz New YorK TIMES corre- 
spondent was informed today after 
receipt of the news of the decision 
of the State Department to seek im- 
Mediate discussion of a treaty of 


amity and commerce. 

Instructions to this effect reached 
the Embassy today, but in view of 
the fact that the trade experts of the 

uai d’Orsay are busily pany in 

e preparation of a Franco-Belgium 
trade accord it will be almost im- 
possible for them to begin at once 
formal consideration of an American 
treaty. 

As announced yesterday, the 
French officials have promised a de- 
cision tomorrow on the American de- 
mand for maintenance of the old in- 
termediate rates pending conclusion 
of a trade treaty. There have been 
intimations that the French will 
compromise by agreeing to permit 
American goods to enter France 
temporarily at the new minimum, 
which would be about a 40 per cent 
increase over the .rates enjoyed 
under the previous régime. This is 
about as much as can be expected 
for the moment, according to com- 
petent observers. 


Want Formal Negotiations. 


It is, of course, possible that firm 
insistence by the American officials 
may induce the French to divide the 
experts now working on the Belgian 
treaty and assign half of them to 
the American negotiations. Pre- 
liminary discussions have been go- 
ing on for several days, but what 
the State Department desires is the 
formal opening of trade negotiations. 

It is admitted on all sides that the 
course of the negotiations will be 
long and tedious. The Franco-Ger- 
man commercial accord, which in- 
spired the new high duties on Ameri- 
can products, took nearly two years 
to negotiate, and there are just as 
many categories involved in the 
projected American accord as there 
were in the German. The. situation 
is further complicated, it is said, by 
the fact that the American = 
tiators have little or nothing to offer 
in return for most-favored-nation 
treatment, and unless America suc- 
ceeds in getting this preferential 
treatment $80,000,000 worth of 
American goods sold each year to 
France will suffer a crushing handi- 
cap, as business men will be faced 
with the task of trying to dispose of 
wares taxed three and four times 
more than those of Germany. 

Germany has made'a favorable set- 
tlement with France and laid care- 
ful plans for capturing a big slice of 
American trade. The German agree- 
ment has been equally pleasing to 
French trade, for it has opened up 
new. fields in Germany for the dis- 
posal of French products. In the 
Franco-German negotiations a spirit 
of give and take dominated, but, 
when it comes time to negotiate 
with America, business men here 
fear it will, little by little, be all take 
and no give on the part of the 
French unless the impossible hap- 
pens and Congress agrees to lower 
certain French tariffs.

New General Tariff Not Yet Passed. 


Some confusion has arisen regard- 
ing the new. tariff, which went into 
effect last Tuesday, requiring mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of American 
products to pay four times as much 
as formerly. When the Franco- 
German accord became operative 
the same day, it provided for an au- 
tomatic increase of intermediate 
rates to general or maximum rates, 
which are four times higher and 
cover a wide range of Franco-Ameri- 
can trade. Britain and other na- 
tions having trade treaties remained 
unaffected, the United States being 
the chief sufferer. 

These new rates, however, have 
nothing to do with the proposed new 
gene tariff, which is still before 
Parliament and in which it has been 
practically decided fix pro- 
hibitive rates on automobiles and 
other American products untouched 
by Tuesday’s new schedule. Politi- 
cal circles feel that with the ap- 
proaching elections the parliamen- 
tarians will not act upon the tariff 
bill until late next year, by which 
time it is hoped a Franco-American 
trade agreement will have been 
negotiated. 


TO DISCUSS FRENCH TARIFF. 


Board of Trade Committees Will 
Meet Wednesday Afternoon. 


The new French tariff will be dis- 
cussed at a joint meeting of the 
Customs Administration, Foreign 
and Insular Trade and Taxation and 
Finance Committees of the New 
York Board of Trade and Transpor- 
tation, called by W. J. L. Banham, 
President of the Board, for 1 o’clock 
Wednesday afternoon at the organi- 
zation’s headquarters, 41 Park Row. 
In announcing that he had called the 
meeting, Mr. Banham said: 

“This is a problem that .will not 
only require expert judgment, but 
the benefit of the experience of prac- 
tical men engaged in the export and 
import of merchandise. There is no 
need whatever for alarm—save of 
course, in the event that the tariff 
should be effective at once, which 
would prove a grave injustice to our 
people who -have goods in transit or 
on order. Tariff changes usually 
bring about some wild talk, such as 
‘reprisals,’ ‘trade war,’ and such 
other intemperate wordings. 

“The new French tariff, like all 
other trade problems, is susceptible 
of solution, and I believe that the 
high contracting parties, the Amer- 
ican and French Governments, will 
find an equitable solution. It is to 
give the vernment the benefit of 
the ripe experience of the exporters 
and importers that comprise the 
membership of the New York Board 
of Trade and Transportation that we 
are calling this joint meeting of our 
committees that are most skilled in 
the effect of tariff laws.”’

HALLE, Germany, Sept. -i1:— 
Flatly contradicting the gloomy diag- 
nosis of his colleague, Dr. Duisberg, 
President of the National Associa- 
tion of German Industry, in a recent 
speech at Frankfort, Dr. Kastl, the 
association’s executive head, tonight 
informed the German Steel Manu- 
facturers’ League, assembled here, 
that industrial conditions on the 
whole were highly gratifying through- 
out the Reich. 

*“This improvement must not only 
be maintained, but must be devel- 
oped still further,’? Dr. Kastl de- 
clared, ‘‘for this, industry requires 
credits. Our domestic trade ac- 
tive and a strong home market is 
a necessary preliminary to a healthy 
export business.’’ 

At the conclusion of his address 
Dr. Kastl, who has just been named 
German member of the Mandates 
Commission of the League of Na- 
tions, said that all signs point to a 
continuance of the upward curve 
manifested by German industrial ac- 
tivity during the past three years, 
and exclaimed: 

‘So away with false pessimism, 
and let us hope for the future of 
our people.” 

Dr. Kastl incidentally severely crit- 
icized the rising cost of administra- 
tion in Germany. Federal expendi- 
tures had risen 160 per cent. since 
1924, those of the States 209 per 
cent., and those of the cities 170 per 
cent., he said. He demanded econ- 
omy in the adminstrative personnel 
and greater public efficiency.

ROB LITHUANIAN BANK 
IN LOCAL INSURRECTION 


Cashiered Areis Officer and Fol- 
lowers Get Away With $23,000 
Before Troops Arrive.

RIGA, Sept. 11.--A local insurrec- 
tion lasting twelve hours has oc- 
curred in the small Lithuanian town 
of Taurogen, near the Meme! fron- 
tier. It was engineered by a former 


staff officer, Captain Majus, whom 


the Government cashiered a ‘few 


months ago for Communist activi- 
ties. 

With sixty followers Captain Ma- 
jus surprised the local police head- 
quarters, disarmed the lice, 
opened the prisons and, assisted by 
the liberated criminals, raided the 
local bank, getting away with money 
valued at $23,000. 

The band raided other Government 
establishments but decamped as soon 
as a military detachment arrived 
from Memel. 

A few shots were exchanged. One 
or two raiders were killed and sev- 
eral were wounded. 


RIGA, Sept. 11 ().—In ‘the name 
of the Committee for the Salvation 
of Lithuania, Captain Majus an- 
nounced himself military com- 
mander of Taurage on Friday. The 
first intimation at the capital that 
anything was wrong came in a mes- 
sage from a telegraph operator at 
Tourage, which said, simply, ‘‘Save 
us,’’ and then abruptly broke off. 

A military contingent arrived at 
Taurage that afternoon and a skir- 
mish ensued, in which Colonel Hess 
was killed and the insurgents suf- 
fered. a number of casualties before 
they fled to the forest. The troops 
subsequently captured twenty of the 
insurgents, but Majus escaped with 
$25,000 he had taken from a local

Law and Vigilance Elsewhere 

_ to Keep Thought Free,

WELLESLEY, Mass.,: Sept. 11.— 
The assertion that the book .censor- 
ship of Boston:is a direct and spread- 
ing menace to the ‘cultural; social 
and Scientific life of the country, was 
madé by Professor Daniel Evans, 
Professor of Christian Theology at 
Andover Theological Seminary, in an 
address here today before the Babson 

Business Conference. 


Professor Evans recognized’ that 
the Massachusetts statute: had “been 
enacted to ‘‘meet a definite situation 
created by the pornographic pictures, 
magazines.and books which are dan- 
gerous and corrupting in their. char- 
acter and influence.’’ The enforce- 
ment of this law had been extended 
beyond all-reason for its application 
to conditions of today, he. declared. 
He urged inimediate action in the 
Legislature to modify the statute, 
and vigilance elsewhere in the coun- 
try against such censorship. 

“The District Attorney of Boston 
is not the only person who is quali- 
fied as a censor of literature. Custom 
officials, postmasters and certain un- 
official. though quite officious per- 
sons are Merce, Whaat hard after 
him,’’ ‘Professor ans said. 

“Bor this desire to censor books, 
plays, magazines, scientific treatise 
and even ideas is growing and 
speweene in our country, It is a rip- 
ple today, it may be a wave tomorrow 
and engulf not only books that cea: 
with sex, but also books that deal 
with .all advanced scientific ideas, 
motfal ideas and religious truths. We 
are confronted then, not simply with 
a local issue, but with a widespread 
desire. But in this local issue there 
is a principle at stake, which is of 
fundamental importance to the intel- 
léctual life, to the preservation of our 


free institutions and to the progress 
of the world.’”’

Professor Evans discussed the ef- 
forts of Church and State since the 
earliest times to direct and dictate 
the tone and moral quality of literary 
or scientific writings. He déclared: 

‘The ecclesiastical and the political 
censorships have been tried, and we 
know full well with more. harm than 

ood; and if either the Christian 

hurch or the State had succeeded 
in their censorship we would be far 
less free than we are and the world 
would have been deprived of some of 
the greatest works of the human 
mind, and we would be consequently 
much poorer in the wealth of 
thought, the freedom of faith and the 
gammy ideas of moral and social 

e. 


“I, for one, fear less for the re- 
ligion, morals and tastes of my own

Philadelphia’s Losses In 8 Months 
Show Increase Over 1926. 
Special to The New York Times. 
PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 11.—Rob- 
beries in Philadelphia during the 
first eight months of ‘the year re- 
sulted in a property loss of $3,034,880, 
it was revealed today in a report of 

the Department of Public Safety. 
This total covered cash and jewelry 
taken by bandits in sixteen highway 
robberies, merchandise and personal 
effects in 1,924 larcenies and house 
robberjes, and 2,379 automobiles, It 
represented an increase of $773,000 
over: the same period of last year.

SHADE -HAS A’ BLACK EYE 


Varied Explanations as to its Cause 
’ Tend to Show That Jack Is 
Sparring in Private.

CHICAGO, Sept. 11.—Jack Demp- 
sey has taken to moonlight training. 
He had his first workout under the 
new order of things tonight at his 
Lincoln Fields race track quarters, 
where only camp attendants watched 
the former champion go through the 
first of a series of intensive sparring 
drills which are expected to equip 
hirn for the effort to regain his title 
from Gene Tunney eleven days 
hence at Soldier. Field. 

Cnly a few of the camp attendants 
viewed the workout as the drive to 
maintain secrecy is at its height. 
The guard around the camp also has 
been tightened. ; 

That he boxed tonight probably 
will be denied by Dempsey. Like- 
wise, it will be denied by Leo P. 
' Flynn, the former champion’s man- 
ager and trainer for the approaching 
title struggle, for there is a ‘cam- 
paign on to keep Dempsey’s spar- 
ring workouts in this training siege 
a secret. 

The news of the workout came 
from an authoritative source, which 
eannot be revealed. In short, the in- 
formation on Dempsey’s secret drills 
comes from a man who is closely 
connected with the title fight itself. 


Afternoon Work a Camouflage. 


What is more, the information is 
supported by visible appearances at 
the camp. These factors also 
strengthen the suspicion, lately de- 
veloped into conviction, that Demp- 
sey has been going through secret 
sparring paces right along—that his 
afternoon sparring, on days when he 
actually worked, were nothing more 
than exhibition drills. 

Dempsey, this afternoon, was re- 
vealed in a better state of mind than 
he has been for years—better even 
than before the fight with Jack 


Sharkey which earned him the re- 
turn match with Champion Tunney. 
He is at ease with the world, satis- 
fied with his physical condition, and 
is looking forward with the utmost 
confidence to the approaching ring 
battle. 

Dempsey never got into his present 
condition on the drills observers 
have been permitted to attend at the 
racing plant. They have, however, 
contributed to his remarkable ap- 


pearance. 

Dave Shade, California middle- 
weight, who it has been learned, 
boxed secretly with pga ote for a 
fortnight before the Sharkey battle, 
spent the day at the camp riding 
and playing, disporting a well-col- 
ored left eye. Shade didn’t have the 
damaged eye yesterday and he must 
have received it last night or this 
morning. His explanation of the 
black eye was quaint, announcing he 
had fallen off Leo Fliynn’s horse. 


Black Eye Amuses Dempsey. 


Dempsey, when asked about the 
black eye, laughed and said that 
Shade had played the part of the 
peacemaker in a roadhouse last night 
and got the eye for his pains, as 


eacemakers invariably do. Fiynn 
a another version, while the bath- 
room door in the dark was another 
explanation. 

On his return from his Labor Day 
bout with Warnie Smith Shade had 
an abrasion on the forehead over the 
left eve and his right ear was cut as 
though it had been sliced with a 
razor blade. But there was no indi- 
cation of an eve discoloration and 
black eyes never have been known to 
suddenly develop six days after a 
ficht. : 

Shade is not the only one with 
whom Dempsey is working in secret. 
Big Boy Peterson, New Orleans 
heavyweight, is another sparring 
partner and so is Whitey Allen, a 
Boston youth and a recent addition 
to the camp. That Dempsey has 
sparred with these’ two men in pri- 
vate workouts was definitely learned 
this afternoon. 

Peterson has been here for the bet- 
‘ter part of a week without having 
been observed in a sparring work- 
out with.Dempsey. He trains dili- 
gently ‘every afternoon, evidently to 
keep in trim for the secret drills. He 
is an ideal sparring partner for the 
former champion, for he is _ big, 
strong, fast and shifty and has a 
good left hand as well as a powerful 
right. Off hand, he can be described 
as the best sparring partner Demp- 
sey has. 


The arc lights over the outdoor} Fu 


ring drew more comment today, but 
nothing definite came from the ques- 
tioning. Flynn admitted he intended 
to have Dempsey work out under 
the incandescents in strict privacv 
for a few nights, stating he would 
consider the advisabilitv of having 
the newspaper men present. He said 
that he planned to start Dempsey 
working at night during the coming 
week, pointing out that he wanted 
to prepare him for the glare of the 
ring lights and the shadows. 

Dempsey, when asked about the 
night workouts, said he didn’t think 
he would engage in any, but when 
informed of Flynn’s admission, the 
former champion revised his state- 
ment and said he might work at 
night ‘‘just to get accustomed to the 
lights.’’ 

Joie Ray Jogs With Dempsey. 

Dempsey’s public work today was 
light. He was on the road this 
morning for a jaunt of a little more 
than five miles with Joie Ray, for- 
mer premier middle distance runuer 
of America. Dempsey also shadow 
boxed in addition to sprinting, walk- 
ing and jogging. 

"Phis afternoon Dempsey punched 
the inflated bag for four rounds, 
beating one bag for three rounds, 
then changing to another bag for a 
round of savage punching with lefts 
and rights at intervals of about a 
second each.

These 
matches f2ll through when Charley 
Cardio, manager for Chapman. 
signed for tomorrow night’s. bout. 
Since the: New York board has a 
working agreement with the Penn- 
sylvania board it is expected that it 
will recognize the winner tonight as 
champion. 

Chapman and Bass are scheduled 
to go ten rounds. The Pennsylvania 
Athletic Commission will not an- 
nounce the referee until the fighters 
a in the ring. The boys will 
weigh in tomorrow afternoon at 2 
o’clock, each having posted forfeits 
to come in under 126 pounds. 

Pormoters Bobby Gunnis and Her- 
man Taylor figure on a crowd of 
anywhere from 30,000 to 40.000, with 
the receipts running above the $100,- 
000 mark. The top price is $7. A 
diamond studded championship belt, 
presented by the City of Philadel- 
phia, will be given to the winner. 

Bass and Chapman wound up their 
work today. The Philadelphia boy, 
famed for his dangerous left hand, 
went through a light limbering-up 
session at the Evergreen Farms on 
the Roosevelt Boulevard outside the 
city limits, while Chapman punched 
the bag and skipped rope before an 
enthusiastic gathering at Maple 
Grove Park, near Lancaster, Pa. 
Neither boxer attempted any strenu- 
ous boxing. Chapman and his man- 
ager and sparring partners. will 
make the sixty-two-mile trip by train 
tomorrow morning. Bass spent the 
night at his home here. 

Odds of 7 to 5 with Bass the fa- 
vorite continued today, but there is 
a growing feeling that if the bout 
goes. the limit the Boston fighter 
ora a good chance to gain the deci- 
sion. 

It will be their second meeting. In 
Madison Square Garden last Winter 
Bass won on a foul in the first 
round. Bass is regarded as the 
harder hitter and Philadelphians 
look to him to bring the first ring 
championship to this city.

BETTER THAN A TARIFF. 


France is not the only country 
where things are going on to cause 
searching of heart among American 
high-tariff devotees. In: England 
several large steel-manufacturing 
companies have just made a com- 
bined agreement—what for? Why, 
to lower prices to English con- 
sumers. The scheme is ingenious 
To every domestic purchaser of steel 
who for six months refrains from 
buying foreign steel, a rebate will 
be given. Thus instead of asking 
for a protective tariff to keep out 
steel now sold in England by Ger- 
man and Belgian and American 
makers—to the amount, it is said, 
of $250,000,000 annually—in that 
way raising the’ price, the English 
steel-masters propose -to undersell 
the foreigner in the, home market. 
What they will do in the export 
trade is another ‘story. 

The plan is perfectly legal. It re- 
quires no law, no exercise of the 
taxing power, to carry it into effect. 
And it will be, if at all successful, 
almost automatic in excluding for- 
eign-made steel, since it is not a 
question of the price, but of refus- 
ing altogether. to buy it in order to 
obtain the benefits of- the British 
offer to British consumers. It will 
be noted that the result intended 
is precisely the reverse of what hap- 
pens in “ protected ” countries. Their 
citizens pay higher prices than do 
foreigners for the same products 
when sent abroad. The English steel 
manufacturers seem to prefer that 
people at home. get’ their goods 
cheap. They do not appear to be 
afraid that a cheap steel beam will 
make a building so cheap that a 
free-born Englishman will refuse to 
live in it. 








COLLEGES CLOSE TO THE LAND. 


The President, standing on the 
eampus of a “Land Grant College ” 
in South Dakota, made- several 
wholesome, if commonplace, obser- 
vations about higher education in 
general. But what he said of these 
institutions, which are unique in 
that they are supported in whole or 
in part by funds received from the 
original national land grants or from 
annual Congressional appropriations 
which “run into the millions,” is 
worthy of special note. In America, 
public education is pre-eminently 
and almost solely a State function. 
This national experiment, which has 
been carried on for sixty, years and 
more, does not interfere with State 
control except in the definition of 
standards and scope. When the 
first bill providing for such colleges 

‘was passed by Congress. it was 
vetoed by President BUCHANAN, 
who, besides holding that it was 
unconstitutional, objected to it. be- 
cause ‘it would lead to rivalry and 
friction with existing . institutions 
and tend to extravagance, if not 
corruption. But the bill was reintro- 
duced by Senator MORRILL and was 
again passed in 1862, when it re- 
ceived the approval of President 
LINCOLN. His own meager educa- 
tional opportunities in an agricul- 
tural environment must have given 
him sympathy with its purposes. It 
is thus to “the hand of. ABRAHAM 
LINCOLN” in signing this bill that 
President COoOLIDGE traces: what has 
come through the training offered 
by these colleges. In what they 
did to increase the supplies from 
American farms during the war his 
band “reached over the battlefields 
of France.” . 

A survey of these colleges is now 
being made by the United States 
Bureau of Education under a spe- 
cial appropriation of $110,000 by 


.|tion which the President gave of 


such “education. It is feared that 
‘Congress was thinking only of ‘the 
“practical” aspects of their teach- 


4}ing when. it directed the survey, but 


it is hoped that the Bureau of Hdu- 
cation will be mindful of the priority 
given in the text of the law to “lib- 
eral” training. 

This survey should be of great 
value not only in helping to deter- 
mine the.-future policies of these 
colleges but also in advising whether 
this plan of cooperation between 
the Federal and State Governments 


20 may be profitably extended. Mean- 


while, as far as we have gone, it 
has been demonstrated, even with- 
out a survey, that LINCOLN’s hopes 
have been a better guide than 
BUCHANAN’s fears. 


THE POLO “ THUNDERBOLTS.”

In the October Yale Review Dr. 
STEWART PATON, the eminent Prince- 
ton psychiatrist and neuro-biologist, 
writing on “Prohibitions,” begins 
with a statement that surprises by 
himself: 

Plague, pestilence and war are 
less effectual means of destruction 
than madness. Many events hap- 
pening today recall MonTEsQuI£u’s 
exclamation: ‘‘ The people is moved 
only by its passion.’”” Man must 
learn how to.be sober and sane or 
perish. The recognition and pre- 
vention of madness is. the chief 
question of importance now con- 
fronting civilization. 

As there must be at least ninety- 
nine other. ‘‘chief questions of im- 
portance,” there is need of alarm; 
but why summon up more goose- 
flesh in a world which, according to 
Dr. PATON, now lives in fear? ‘“ We 
are obsessed,” he continues, “ with 
“ an insane desire to"prohibit, to for- 
“bid the ownership of private prop- 
“erty, the teaching of evolution, the 
“right to be sane anc temperate or 
“to be considerate of the habits and 
“actions of other people. * * * The 
“ prohibitive, complex has become 
“one of the chief menaces of our 
“ civilization.” If the social or eco- 
nomic theories of everybody who 
disagrees with us are crazy, it is 
easy to map a planet of maniacs. 
To Dr.. PATON “ prohibitionism has 
“many of the symptoms of an in- 
“ sidious form of anxiety-psychosis.” 

There are two classes of prohibi- 
tioni who drink and those 
who don’t. The former are happy in 
their personal exemption and in the 
hope of spoiling the sport of the 
wicked, The others have a single 
but sufficient means of felicity in 
imagining that their dream is ful- 
filled. They have no anxiety-psy- 
chosis about the failure of prohibi- 
tion. It must succeed because they 
want it to. They don’t live in fear; 
not even of the everlasting warn- 
ings of Prohibition Directors against 
“ poison,” 

As for those who would revive old 
economic experiments, they have the 
joy of jawing. Who was freer of 
fear than the youth who carried the 
banner with the strange device in 
Mr. LONGFELLOW’s ragged but. tri- 
umphant Latin? The anti-evolution- 
ists are really jubilee singers. They 
have got, they think, the ultimate 
truth and knowledge. Why should 
Dr. PATON worry? Why not believe 





in evolution a little? The desire to 
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Ws) crusiasiig instinct is mild 
compared with what it has been. 
“Puritanism,” for instance, is only 
a@ mitigated continuation: or revival 
of medieval practices and ideas. But 
it seems that we are in a bad, sad, 
mad way, and the doctors, as usual, 
must tell us how to get, out of it, 
Dr. PATON goes back to “the Greek 
point of view” and praises the early 
Greek biologists, of whom the’ fgno- 
rantilay world has'thought as rather 
speculators. and. guessers than ob- 
‘servers. ‘“‘ The Greek point of view” 
is always pointed at with pride. Yet 
as politicalanimals, the Greeks were 
neither ‘sane nor temperate. They 
were subject, even in their most 
civilized communities, to panics of 
superstitious fear. Their democracy 
was a fraud. Their imperialism— 
Athenian, Spartan, Theban—was a 
tyranny, robbery and continual in- 
justice. By their prohibition of in- 
clusive citizenship their little city- 
states never had a sound economic 
and financial basis, not to speak of 
the fatal consequences of slavery. 
Their lives were spent in war. They 
were always devastating the. terri- 
tories of their neighbors or their 
own was being devastated. 

Their public life, in the long, was 
intolerant and dishonest. If ever 
men lived in fear and under prohibi- 
tions, “the sane and temperate” 
Greeks so lived. 


ALSO GOES TO PARIS. 


With nearly everybody and every- 
thing else headed for Paris this 
Summer, it is no wonder that. the 
Davis Cup is en route. It is an 
article de luxe: which the French 
have long ‘striven to acquire, and 
now that they have at last won it 
Paris is vibrant with joy. The vic- 
tory of the French tennis players at 
Philadelphia is taken as a sign and 
symbol of the triumphant rise and 
spread of athletics in France. Too 
long had “sport ” been allowed to be 
an Anglo-Saxon monopoly. No more 
can an outsider speak in the patron- 
izing manner used by HENRY JAMES 
when he wrote of the painful efforts 
of young Frenchmen to “ wear their 
flannels” with inborn English ease. 
The “flanneled fools” 
have come to dominate British ten- 
nis, have won the American cham- 
pionship and finally have captured 
the Davis Cup, the prized and 
longed-for international. trophy. 

It had long seemed to be only a 
question of time when the French 
invaders would carry off the Davis 
Cup.. They were young and coming; 
our trusted defenders were getting 
older and necessarily losing some- 
thing in both skill and stamina. It 
was too much to expect that TILDEN 
and JOHNSTON could indefinitely 
repeat. They threw everything they 
had into the matches on Saturday, 
but it was not enough. On the other 
hand, the gallant stand of LACOSTE 
and COCHET, .after it seemed that 
the odds were heavily against their 
winning, cannot be too highly ap- 
plauded. The obvious moral for 
American tennis is that it. must 
bring along younger players, of 
whom it has a good supply full of 
promise. 


ACTORS CHRONICLING THE * 
TIME. 


During the last year there has 
been much general talk of how con- 
ditions and opportunities in theatri- 
cal entertainment are improving in 
“the sticks.” It would be interest- 
ing to hear a collection of experi- 
encés' bearing on the point related 
by fifty actors, actresses and direc- 
tors chosen at random in. a stroll 
down Broadway. Each one knows 
through some personal contact. that 
five years have made a great dif- 
ference in the show business in the 
smaller towns. In those not so small, 
places as large as Cleveland, for ex- 
ample, a similar change has taken 
place. If the disjointed stories cf 
a number of individuals could be 
fitted together, they would give a 
fair impression of the growing in- 
terest in the theatre in places smaller 
than New York and Chicago. An 
enterprising press agent or ex-dra- 
matic critic might make a readable 
book, profitable to himself and, the 
public, from such a series of tales. 
Since we have no such symposium 
as yet, we look at straws to see 
which way the wind blows. 

The Lakewood Players of Maine 
are not precisely representative of 
the country as a whole. That straw 
is blowing before the wind. But it 
serves to show. the direction. The 
Lakewood Theatre is in the heart of 
the Maine woods, six miles from the 
nearest town. It is open for a sea- 
son of thirteen weeks in the Sum- 
mer, doing a capacity business most 
of the time with a house seating 850. 
Patrons come from as far as seven- 
ty-five or one hundred miles. Most 
of them drive their cars, and more 
than two hundred automobiles are 
usually parked under the trees 
around the theatre every night. The 
program is changed each week, and 
most of the patrons attend all 
thirteen shows. Occasionally a pre- 
miére is put on. 

Managers complain that it is 
almost impossible to get an actor 
to leave New York. But the Lake- 
wood company is made up of experi-

But there are 
many, especially scattered through 
the Middle ‘West, where the cordiab- 
ity of the audiences. makes up to 
some extent for the absence of pines 
and cool nights in August. Cheap 
road shows may not be showing an 
increase in business, but stock is 
atendily improving. 


A NATIONAL WORK. 

Easterners, accustomed to think 
of conservation of our natural re- 
sources as a policy which always 
had the support of the Eastern 
States and. originally was opposed 
in the West, will be surprised to find 
a Western champion expressing the 
fear that the East neither cares for 
nor understands the problem. In 
@ speech before the Western States 
Taxpayers’ Conference, of which he 
is President, former Governor HER- 
BERT J. HAGERMAN Of New Mexico 
charges the Easterners with indif- 
ference to the fate of conservation 
in the West. To this the Easterner 
is inclined to reply that he is at any 
rate delighted to see that at last in- 
fluential Westerners. are demanding 
even more activity on the part of the 
Federal Government. 

Mr. HAGERMAN, to‘ a gathering 
largely in favor of turning over the 
Federal forests and other lands to 
the States, boldly made a plea for 
continuation of Federal control. He 
pointed out that not only is this és- 
sential in such projects as the Colo- 
rado River reclamation and power 
plan, but that in other matters, like 
the conservation and use of lands, 
State lines must be disregarded if 
the best interests of the people are 
to be served. In particular, he op- 
posed the ‘transfer of the Federal 
lands to the: States on the ground 
that they are, in the main, satisfac- 
torily administered, and that much 
of the cost is borne by Washington. 
If they were turned over to the 
States, it would greatly increase the 
drain.on the State Treasuries, and, 
although this would be offset in 
some cases Yy revenues from graz- 
ing and timber rights, it is doubtful 
if they could be «s suitably cared 
for as they are at present. 

In one respect the former Gover- 
nor criticized the Federal authori- 
ties. He blamed them for not hav- 
ing paid as much attention to pas- 
turage as to forestry. But many of 
the State lands and private estates 
are and have long been badly over- 
grazed, with disastrous losses. It is 
now clear that if the semi-arid lands 
of the Southwest had been ade- 
quately protected against overgraz- 
ing fifty or more years ago, they 
would be able today to support many 
more cattle and sheep. But it is also 
clear that any proposal made in the 
’70s and ’80s to limit the number of 
cattle on the open range in the 
Southwest would have been laughed 
out of Congress by the Western dele- 
gates, and if passed would have been 
openly resisted and defied. 

It has been said that the mistakes 
of the Federal Government with re- 
gard to conservation have been due 
to politics rather than to policy. 
There is no reason to believe that 
interference from politics would be 
less if the Federal lands were con- 
trolled by the States. In fact, it is 
no secret that one of the reasons for 
the agitation to that end is that 
the local political and business in- 
terests which wish to have easier 
access to the lands for purposes of 
exploitation would find the State 
authorities more amenable than the 
Federal Government. The policy of 
conservation, to be truly effective, 
requires the whole-hearted endorse- 
ment of the West. For the time, at 
least, the machinery can best. be 
operated by the Federal Government.

JEWISH RELIEF IN EASTERN 


EUROPE. 

In his report of last May on the 
distribution of Jewish relief in Rus- 
sia, Poland and Palestine since the 
end of 1925, Mr. DaviD A. BROWN 
cited figures which would indicate 
that in Poland less than 20 per cent. 
of the.funds went into emergency 
relief. ._The remainder was devot- 
ed to “constructive” undertakings. 
Mr. HENRY MOSKOWITZ in a recent 
public statement expresses the opin- 
ion that ‘a study of the Joint Distri- 
bution Committee’s accounts would 
show that in Poland the bulk of re- 
lief money went into the establish- 
ment of cooperative banks and other 
agencies for the purpose of financ- 
ing small tradesmen and artisans. 
Incidentally, this may suggest what 
Mr, STEVER had dimly in mind— 
very dimly—when he made his star- 
tling charges, and particularly his 
reference to manipulation of the ex- 
changes. If American dollars were 
converted into Polish zloty for the 
creation of bank capital, it is con- 
ceivable that some losses may have 
been incurred through the fluctua- 
tions of the Polish’ exchange.

Programs are sometimes 
confused with actual achievements. 
There is mention of 20,000, and even

what less than 50,000 in all the new 
Jewish colonies in the Ukraine and 
White Russia, That was the recent. 
estimate of a representative of the 
Jewish ORT, and coincides almost 
exactly with the figures cited by 
JAMES N. ROSENBERG in his diary of 
a recent visit to Russia. 

Those who would repeat the Rus- 
sian colonization experiment in Po- 
land overlook at least one vital 
difference in conditions. The move- 
ment to the land has little appeal to 
the Jews of Poland. For that mat- 
ter, the colonization movement in 
Soviet Russia has been, in a very 
real sense, forced upon the Jewish 
population. by the economic and so0- 
cial policies of the Soviet Govern- 
ment.. Communist repression of pri- 
vate trade and discouragement of 
private manufacturing even on the 
humblest scale have left no choice 
for Jewish artisans and traders who 
with the dssistance of a little cap- 
ital might easily find their oppor- 
tunity in the goods famine which 
has become ‘chronic in Russia. To 
some extent this is going on, . The 
activities'‘of an organization like the 
ORT, which strives to supply Jew- 
ish handiworkers with tools and 
technical training, are constructive 
relief. of a high kind. 

In Poland, despite the discrimina- 
tions of which Jewish citizens have 
had occasion to complain, there is 


not functioning an economic policy | his 


which deliberately bars the Jews 
from their old occupations. They 
have long played an important part 
in the industrial life of the country, 
and the financing of small artisans 
and small manufacturing undertak- 
ings would seem to be the most 
obvious form of permanent relief. 
Those who would concentrate on 
agricultural colonies would seem to 
be more strongly influenced by Rus- 
sian programs than by the practical 
necessities of the situation in Poland.

The fact that by reason of greatly 
increased ‘cost of. construction .the 
new subways cannot temporarily be 
operated ata profit on a’ 5-cent fare 
if interest and sinking fund on con- 
struction costs are included consti- 
tutes: no reason why the | existing 
subways that are earning money for 
the companies should get an in- 
creaséd fare. 

If the new subways are. required, 
as the law now stands, to increase 
the fare until they are self-support- 
ing, it foilows that they cannot com- 
pete with the present companies 
charging a lower fare. The only al- 
ternative would be in the end either 
to increase fares’ all round or ‘to 
carry the deficit of the new subways 
in °the budget. Your argument 
(quite unintentional, I am sure) plays 
directly into the hands of the advo- 
cates of a higher fare.” 

Why not wait and suspend judg- 
ment meantime on this question of 
referendum? ‘The concluding part of 
your editorial presents the surprising 
argument against. the referendum 
that ‘the voters would not understand 
it. In «your concluding paragraph 
you say: 

“Matter more inappropriate for 
submission in the form of a referen- 
dum it would be hard to imagine. It 
is too. complex for ordinary under- 
standing.”’ 

There is nothing complex about it— 
not nearly so much so as there is 
about any one of the eight proposed 
constitutional amendments that are 
to be voted upon at the Autumn elec- 
tion. 

I am sure that when you have seen 
the form of. the referendum you wiil 
change your point of view on that. 
It would require an answer of yes or 
no to the question whether the voters 
prefer that the excess cost should be 
covered by increased fare or be borne 
by the taxpayers. Assuming that 
there is little or no doubt as to what 
the answer would be, does that mili- 
tate against leaving the answer to 
the voters?. When they have indicated 
their preference, it would still rest 
with the Legislature to say whether 
or not it will repeal the existing 
statute. 

Permit me to add just one further 
thought. From the statistics we have 
had prepared, it appears that the 
new subways will accommodate less 
than one-third of the car riders who 
will use the rapid transit lines. The 
remaining two-thirds of the passen- 
gers will continue to be carried by 
the existing lines. Would it be right 
to tax all the car riders of the city 
an additional one or two cents per 
ride when the existing subways do 
not need and are not entitled to the 
increased fare? Would it not be 
better if there is a deficit, which is 
believed to be only temporary, to 

earry that deficit in the budget? 
Ought not the voters to have the op- 
portunity to decide that question?

As there are errors of fact in Strat- 
ford Corbett’s letter defending sky- 
scrapers and suggesting that they 
would relieve London’s traffic prob- 
lem, it is desirable that the real state 
of affairs be made known. 

I-have, on seeing the letter of Mr.

“Whereas the Governor of the 
State, in his memorandum approving 
bast) repeal of the Mullan-Gage act on 
June 1, 1923, gave as his principal 
reason for his approval of such re- 
peal that ‘Its. repeal will do away 
entirely with the possibility of double 
jeopardy for violation of the laws 
enforcing the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment. By that. we mean that no 
citizen shall be twice punished for 
one offense * * * ’ Resolved (if the 
Senate concur), that the Legislature 
of the State of New York hereby me- 
morialize the Congress of the United 
States to amend the Volstead act so 
that no prosecution can be had or 
punishment enforced against any per- 
son who has been prosecuted for 
the same offense under any State 
law, to the end that the State of 
New York may adopt a proper en- 
forcement act containing a like pro- 
vision preventing the prosecution by 
the State of any person prosécuted 
by the Federal Government, for the 
same offense.’’ 

In 1924, when Colonel Roosevelt the 
younger was candidate for the Gov- 
ernorship, he wrote as follows in re- 
ply to a letter asking his position in 
regard to the possibility of double 
punishment for the same act: 

“Double jeopardy is in contraven- 
tion of the fundamental principles of 
justice."’ 

It was a Republican member of 
our Senate, in a brief filed with the 
New York State Senate Committee 
on Codes, in 1925, who wrote: 

“Acquittals in our own courts af- 
ford no protection to the innocent 
against further indictment and trial 
in the Federal courts on the same 
charge, nor against imprisonment in 
a Federal jail in case of convic- 
tions.”’ 

Courts. are accustomed to weigh 
carefully their words; yet it. was a 
Federal court that did not hesitate 
to stigmatize the result of State and 
Federal enforcement as ‘‘intolerable 
persecution’’ (U. S. v. Holt 279 Fed, 
65). 

In his memorandum filed on signe 
ing the repeal bill, Governor Smith 
wrote: 

“Let it be understood at once and 
for all that the repeal does not in the 
slightest degree lessen the obligation 
of the State to enforce in its strictest 
letter the Volstead act, and warning 
to that effect is herein contained as | 
coming from the Chief Executive of 
the State of New York. * * * Let 
me now state what the repeal of the 
Mullan-Gage law will-do. Its repeal 
will do away entirely with the pos- 
sibility of double jeopardy for vio- 
lation of the laws enforcing the 
Eighteenth Amendment. This,** 
added the Governor, “is an unware 
ranted and indefensible exception te 
the fundamental constitutional guar- 
antee contained in both the Federal 
and State Constitutions, that no man 
shall be twice tried or punished for 
the same offense.’’ 

It ill becomes a former Lieutenant 
Governor of this State, placed in 
supreme control of prohibition under 
the title of Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury of the United States, now, 
to charge not only) the Governor 
but the Legislature with unworthy, 
motives when,. together, they. eman- 
cipated the people of our State from 
the “intolerable persecution’? which 
the Mullan-Gage law had made pos

rights of the Colonies,” 

In 1776 Jay as Chairman of a secret com 
mittee was punishing with imprisonment and 
exile suspected loyalists. I have documents | 
in my possession which show that Philip 
Livingston and Gouverneur Morrie were 
associates in this work.

Justice Tompkins a Republican.

His acceptance of the 
direction of the inquiry is believed 
by Mr. Banton to have removed it 
from the charge of partisanship and 
to have met in large part the objec- 
tions of those, like the Citizens 
Union, who have insisted that a Dis- 
trict Attorney’s investigation. would 
not go far enough and have urged 
Governor ‘Smith unsuccessfully to 
designate the Attorney General to 
conduct an inquiry.

Mr. Banton’s Statement. 


Mr. Banton, when questioned about 
the inquiry, declined to amplify his 
statement announcing it. This fol- 
lows: 

“‘Judge. Kelby ‘and Major Hem- 
street, special Assistants Corporation 
Counsel, transmitted to me on Aug. 
9 the following letter: 

“ ‘During the course of our inves- 
tigation into the affairs of the Health 
Department, we have received in- 
formation of the commission of nine- 
ty-six criminal offenses in the county 
of New York. We are sending you 
herewith an abstract statement of 
these offenses. The testimony upon 
which these abstracts are based is on 
file in the Mayor’s office with ex- 
hibits and available records.’ 

“Shortly thereafter there were de- 
livered to me from the Mayor’s of- 
fice the testimony and exhibits and 
other available records relating to 
the offenses mentioned in the letter. 

“All of the information and evi- 
dence received from Judge Kelby 


now about fifty miles’ southeast of 
Chicago, according to the Geological 
Survey. :

the same rate in ‘all sections; but a 
trifle more rapidly in the Western 
and Southern parts of the country.” 
The Geological Survey reached its 
determinations by using as a basis 
the capacity of steam engines, steam 
turbines, water wheels and internal- 
combustion engines installed in man- 
ufacturing plants and in public util- 
ity power plants. Twice the weight 
was given to power equipment in 
public utility power plants, as it is 
used twice as much as power equip 
ment in manufacturing plants. 
Previous determinations were 
based on the installed capacity of 
prime movers in manufacturing 
plants only. It is believed by the 
survey, however, that more repre- 
sentative results are obtained by 
using the capacity of. power equip- 
ment in both manufacturing and 
public utility plants. 

The centre of industry in the 
United States in 1926 was 640 miles 
east by north of the country’s geo- 
graphic centre, which is near the 
middle of the northern boundary of 
Kansas, and about 170 miles due 
north of the centre of population, 
which is in Owen County, in South- 
western Indiana.

She was to remain 
there with Mr. and Mrs. Bostwick 
and Nebb was to go on to Manhattan 
to. pick up Mr. Sadleir. Before he 
started rs, Sadleir asked him to 
light the stove. The fire had gone 
out during the night.

Douglas Saou latest film 
farce, “Soft ‘Cushions,” now at the 
Paramount Theatre, is a happy com- 
bination of ‘amusing incidents and 
bright subtitles.. It. possesses a far 
higher order of humor than usually 
is afforded by the screen, and its 
shafts of wit kept an audience thor- 
oughly merry yesterday afternoon. 

By the simple process of permitting 
Arabian Nights’ characters, such as 
a Sultan, a Grand Vizier, a ‘slave 
dealer, three thieves dnd others, to 
indulge occasionally in modern ac- 
tions and up-to-date slang, expressed 
always in the second person singular, 
the producers have struck a rich vein 
of humor. The settings and cos- 
tumes are of past’ ages, but the 
Young Thief (Mr. MacLean) employs 
the ‘‘forward ‘pass’’ after snatching 
@ purse from a ‘“‘rube.’’ He insists 
on referring to the “Wazir’ as 
“‘the sublime pet of the universe,” 
and he wonders whether the charm- 
ing slave, Joy-El, is a wench who is 
really worth a thousand dinars. 

When Joy-El discovers the per- 
nicious old slave dealer .meddling 
with the scales to be used for weigh- 
ing the gold, she says: 

‘Tampering with the scales, eh? 
Is that nice?’’ 

The Young Thief has a decidedly 
active time, what with eluding his 
associates and trying to get into the 
good graces of the Sultan. One might 
describe him as a Thief with a sense 
of humor, who, through his brief but 
funny stories, saves his head from 
the executioner’s blade. The Sultan 
evidently enjoys his chat with the 
Thief, and when Joy-El is brought 
into his presence he orders everybody 
to bend down so that only his eyes 
and those of the Young Thief shall 
see the girl unveiled. One of the 
**base-born’”’ raises his head for a 
moment and the Sultan admonishes 
this man not to “‘lift his head again 
or he may lose it.’’ 

When the Young Thief comes forth 
with the gold to pay for El-Joy he 
looks at the scales, and the slave 
dealer exclaims: 

: “Allah knows that these scales are 
rue. 

The Young Thief, after examining 
the scales, retorts: 

that they are 


“Allah knows 
so we are quits about 


crooked; 
Allah.’”’ 

When the ‘‘Wazir’’ asks whether 
Joy-El can dance, the Young Thief 
raises his eyebrows and replies: 

*“‘Can she dance? And how!’’ 

Joy-El is not the submissive type 
of slave. She has a certain inde- 
pendence in her bearing, and for that 
reason she says to one of her ad- 
mirers: 

‘Be thyself.’’ 

One of the yarns whispered into 
the Sultan’s ear by the Young Thief 
causes that potentate to declare that 
he will ‘‘tell that story at the Mer- 
chants’ Association tomorrow.’’ 

It is rather disquieting when the 
Sultan informs the Young Thief that 
he will accept Joy-El as a gift, and 
the Young Thief has a hard time try- 
ing to make the Sultan aware that 
he appreciates the compliment and 
yet wants to keep the girl. 

There are some laughable scenes 
in a prison from which the Young 
Thief escapes by using his head so 
as to avoid losing it. 

Mr. MacLean, who evidently does 
not fear to forfeit any personal 
ularity by the actions of the char- 
acter he portrays, gives an active 
and competent performance. Sue 
Carol is charming as the slave, Joy- 
El. The slave dealer is ably played 
by Richard Carles and Albert Gran 
is splendid as the Sultan. The rdéle 
of the ‘‘Wazir’’ is capitally acted by 
Albert Prisco. 

The narrative of this parcel of fun 
was adapted from a story by the late 
George Randolph Chester. The set- 
tings are in excellent taste, being 
alternately ornate and picturesque.

Easthampton Residents Urge Bond 
Issue to Bay ‘Home, Sweet 
Home” Cottage There. 





EASTHAMPTON, L. I., Sept. 11— 
Wealthy New Yorkers who have 
Summer homes here and natives of 
Easthampton assembled today in 
public meeting in front of the high 
school and passed a resolution call- 
ing on the Village of Easthampton to 
purchase the cottage which was the 


birthplace of John Howard Payne, 
author of ‘‘Home, Sweet Home.’ 

The resolution was offered by for- 
mer Justice Samuei Seabury of 22 
East Eleventh Street, New York 
City, a Summer resident of East- 
hampton. 

Three wealthy Summer residents, 
according to a statement read to the 
meeting by Mayor Samuel Gregory, 
who presided at the meeting, are ne- 
gotiating to purchase the Payne 
cottage and its contents for $60,000 
with the intentron of turning it over 
to the village for that amount. 

The property is in the. hands of 
the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Com- 
pany, executors of the Buek estate. 
Gustave H. Buek, who purchased 
the cottage eighteen years ago, died 
last year. 

“Although there might possibly be 
some question as to the price asked 
by the trust company, it would be 
hard to ,put a price on ‘Home, Sweet 
Home,’’”’ said Mr. Seabury. 
Petitions were circulated calling on 
the village council to take the neces- 
sary steps at the next session to 
float a bond issue for purchase of 
the cottage.

tive principles in politics, the new 
comedy by Eden and Adelaide Phill- 
potts, put on at the Fulton on Sat- 
urday evening, brings hope and con- 
solation. In the last act it lays about 
lustily among the ruffian, unmanner- 
ly revolutionists—‘‘bad smells from 
the northeast’’—and it proves by 
homely example that capitalism 
brings comfort to the workers and 
assures them of steady employment. 
Perhaps this simple little homily, im- 
pinged upon a rambling stage enter- 
tainment, partly accounts for the 
steady patronage of ‘‘Yellow Sands’’ 
in England, where it has run since 
last November. 

Obviously it is not drama in the 
dynamic fashion of this pitiless day. 
Within its field it is more akin to 
*“‘Abie’s Irish Rose,’ portraying 
humble folk sympathetically and 
speaking genially from the soap- 
box when a good occasion rises. Writ- 
ten by an English novelist of the old 
school and his daughter, concerned 
with the naivetés of fisher-folk of 
Devon, quite local in its political 
economics, ‘‘Yellow Sands’’ belongs 
natively to England. On this side of 
the water, among heedless Broad- 
way playgoers, it is largely without 
@ meaning. 

In drama, acting, setting and di- 
recting ‘‘Yellow Sands’ recalls the 
acoengee comand day of the theatre 
when playgoers were less impatient 
with static plays. It is thoroughly 
conventional in story, arbitrary in its 
treatment of character; and the 
characters are impersonated rather 
than acted. 

Which of the innumerable Var- 
wells is to be the residuary legatee 
of Aunt Jenifer’s estate? Obviously 
the least iikely member of the family, 
in view of Aunt Jenifer’s mischiev- 
ous sense of humor. And he is Joe 
Varwell, the anarchistic fisherman 
who blasts the capitalists up hill and 
down dale upon every occasion. Hav- 
ing become residuary legatee of some 
£4,000, lo! he becomes capitalist him- 
self so that he may help his fellow 
workers most effectively.

For the rest, ‘‘Yellow Sands’’ wan- 
ders pleasantly iAcbwelht-geMAel- Melo hats) 
the men and maids of the seaside, 
the sentimental affairs of the 
righteous old people; and it repre- 
sents a family birthday party from 
present to extemporaneous songs at 
the piano, and finally the reading of 
the will. Every incident is inevit- 
able from first to last; every rela- 
tionship is known from the be em 
ning. The dialogue keeps the piec 
in some sort of motion. 
One part, that of Richard Varwell, 
comes to life in the theatre. For that 
wastrel is meyer by Reginald Bach 
as a comic bit of village eccentricity, 
shabby, drunken, scandalously un- 
aboery ong and natively wise into the 
oe ain.

“Obviously the only equitable and 
sound policy for the Federal Reserve 
System is to strive to stabilize the 
price level. This should be the 
avowed and mandatory aim. 

“Then business men, farmers, 

wage earners, investors, and all 
others who are so vitally interested 
in knowing what their dollars will 
buy, would have something definite 
to count on and could govern their 
transactions. and arrangements. ac- 
cordingly. I am satisfied that such 
a policy would do away with 90 per 
cent of our Jabor troubles; would go 
a long way toward permitting the 
farmers to work out their difficul- 
ties, and would practically abolish the 
business ‘cycle with its alternate 
booms and slumps.”’

promises to show less loss than this 
quarter, for. last_year production 
slipped off rather sharply in Novem- 
ber and December. A continuance of 
the present rate—and there are pre- 
dictions of an increase—would make 
the fourth quarter 10 per cent. under

LOWER THAN WAS EXPECTED 


Trade Had Looked foi’300,000 Bales 
More Than Bureau. Estimated—.: 
Profit-Taking on Rise,

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 11.—Nat- 
urally enough, the Government re- 
port, based on conditions existing 
with respect to the cotton crop on 
Sept. 1 and issued from Washington 
Thursday morning, has been the 
dominating influence in the cotton 
market during the whole of the past 
week. It is probable that much of 
the ‘‘pre-bureau~ liquidation’’ had 
been due to the many rather large 


private estimates issued during the 
week or ten days which preceded 
the Government’s report. 

These estimates, while exerting 
little market influence individually, 
did have the effect collectively to 
create expectation for a Govern- 
ment estimate a little over 13,000,000 
bales. Since it was generally be- 
lieved that prevailing prices about 
discounted a 13,000,000-bale crop the 
possibility of an estimate even a little 
above that figure naturally created 
a desire to liquidate long cotton. 


Trade Taken by Surprise. 


The forecast of production actually 
issued by the Government, namely 
12,692,000 bales, was fully 500,000 
bales below ype wee expectations of 
the trade and about that much or 
more below the average of the pri- 
vate estimates. It was not surprising 
under the circumstances that the 
market should advance the full 
limit of 200 points when the Govern- 
ments’s forecast became known, 

At the highest point reached by De- 
cember contracts on Thursday, that 
is 24.45 cents, that option showed an 
advance over the price ruling just 
before the Government’s first sensa- 
tional estimate was issued a month 
previous of almost $37 a bale. That 
there should have promptly de- 
veloped a general desire to take 
profits was to have been expected.

KANSAS HAS BIG. PROSPECT 


Traders Dubious About Wheat Rise 
at Once—Canadian Threshing 
Returns Unusually Varied.

’ CHICAGO, Sept. 11.—It has been 
warm over the corn belt for three 
weeks, and unusually high tempera- 
tures have prevailed in the last week. 
One-third of the month of September 
has gone and the Government’s fore- 
cast for the coming week is for tem- 
peratures above no This means 
the making of millions of bushels of 
corn that otherwise would have been 
no better than fodder. 

It is not the first time that a warm 
September has come to the farmers’ 
rescue and assisted in forcing corn 
along at a time when it seemed use- 
less. to. expect, a fair average crop. 
What the corn crop actually will be 
depends upon the weather of the 
next four weeks. Should frost hold 
off until the middle of October, there 
will be a fair average crop in some 
States, particularly in those west of 
the Missouri River, including Colo- 
rado, Nebraska, Kansas, O. oma 
and Texas. 

The Government crop report issued 
Friday estimates corn production in 
the nine surplus States at 1,539,000,- 
000 bushels, compared with 1,492,000,- 
000 bushels in August; 1,641,000,000 
bushels harvested last year, and a 
five-year average of 1,802,000,000 
bushels. Kansas has probably one 
of the largest crops ever raised, 171,- 
693,000 bushels. It is about three 
times larger than last year, and its 
average is 103,000,000 bushels. 

The corn market, in all, has been a 
great disappointment to the trade in 
the last two weeks. It has turned 
from an overbought ition to the 
reverse, with prices off 8 to 11 cents 
from the high point of the previous 
week. There have been losses of 16% 
to 19% cents, with September down 
to 99% cents on aera? and De- 
cember.to $1.01, while March corn 
reached $1.03%, the latter the lowest 
of the season to date. 

The close on Saturday was at 99% 
to 99% cents for September, $1.01% 
to $1.01% for December, and $1.03% 
to $1.04 for March, at net losses of 


the increased pressure of old’ corn 
from farmers in the Middle West and 
the West, they are evidently satis- 
fied with their crop prospects and 
fear a further lowering of prices as a 
result of better growing weather. 
Purchases of corn to arrive at Chi- 
cago alone the past week were the 
largest of the season. 

The world’s wheat situation does 
not strike the majority of traders as 
favoring buying for an immediate 
advance, and some are becoming 
rather skeptical as to the advisability 
of taking the buying side until later. 
The Canadian crop situation has 
largely upset bullish theories, and ex- 
ee are that the Canadian 
yovernment crop report Monday will 
show more than 400,000,000 bushels 
for the three Western - Provinces, 
compared with 382,000,000 bushels 
last year. 

Threshing returns from Canada are 
unusually varied, with traders in- 
clined to get rather too enthusiasti- 
cally bearish on reports of yields 
of .40. to 55 bushels or more in parts 
of Alberta. These big yields seem 
to cut more figure, although coming 
from a few sections, than do those of 
10 to 20 bushels from Saskatchewan, 
where the acreage is larger. 

March wheat is down to the low- 
est of the season, and September 
wheat is off almost 19 cents from 
the season’s high, with December 
over 15 cents lower. Net losses for 
the week were 2% to 2% cents, Sep- 
tember finishing at $1:30% to $1.30%; 
December $1.35% to $1.35%; March 
$1.305 to $1.30%. 

There is a better feeling in the 
Northwest because of the large 
crops, The four Northwestern States 
have 244,000,000 bushels of durum 
and bread wheat, of which 82,000,000 
bushels are durums. Last year band 
had 151,000,000 bushels, of whic 
45,000,000 bushels were durum and 
106,000,000 bushels were bread wheat. 
There is a shortage of oats in the 
States of largest production. Illi- 
nois and Iowa combined have 293,- 
000,000 bushels this year, or 27,000,000 
bushels less than last year, and 
70,000,000 bushels over the five-year 
average. Minnesota and the Da- 
kotas have raised 231,000,000 bushels 
against 186,000,000 bushels last year, 
a an average of 304,000,000 bush- 
els, 

Northwestern interests have been 
active on both sides of the Chicago 
oat market, being sellers toward the 
last. Prices have dropped 2% to 3 
cents from the top point on the re- 
cent. bulge, with a finish at % cent 
higher to 5 cent lower for the week, 
September being 44% cents, Decem- 
ber Pad to 47% cents and March 50% 
cents.

Now Not Far Below Year’s High- 
est—British and Italian 
Prices Lower.

NEW HAVEN, Sept. 11.—Professor 
ae Fisher’s index number of com- 
modity prices for the past week, 
based on 100 as the average of 1913, 
is 144.4, This compares with 142.1 
the week before, 142 two weeks be- 
ore, 139.9 three weeks before and 
138.6 four weeks before. The average 
of 137.9, reached on July 23, was the 
lowest of the year to date. The 
highest average thus far in 1927 was 
146, in the third week of January. 
The highest average since the war 
was-257, in May, 1920. 

Crump’s index number of British 

commodity prices, as cabled for. the 
past week, is 136, comparing with 
136.3 a week ago, 136.7 two weeks 
ago, 136.1 three weeks ago and 135.9 
four weeks ago. The average for the 
last week of July, 134.3, was the 
lowest of the year to date, and was 
also lower than any reached in 1926. 
The highest average thus far in 1927 
was 139.2, on Jan. 8. 
The index number of average 
Italian prices, compiled and cabled 
by the Chamber of Commerce at 
Milan, was 484.2, for the week ended 
Sept. 3. . This compares with 485.5 
for the week before, 485.6 two weeks 
before, 484.3 three weeks before and 
486.9 four weeks before. The average 
of three weeks ago: was the lowest 
of the year to date and was also 
lower than any reached in 1926. The 
highest thus far in 1927 was 607.3, 
in the first week of the year. 

For the full month of August the 
average is 485.4, comparing with 
491.2 for July, 508.8 for June, 533.6 
for May and 565.1 for April. 


COMMODITY PRICES. 


The outstanding price change in 
last week’s staples market was the 
violent advance in spot cotton which 
followed publication of the Govern- 
ment’s forecast on condition and pro- 
duction of the crop. A high of 23.90 
cents was established on ursday, 
which was an overnight gain of 1 
points, or $6 per bale. Later liquida- 
tion depressed the price to 22.80 cents 
on Saturday.

Material Dealers Hesitate to Take 


Business Through Fear 
of Foreclosure. 


Revision or amendment of the Me- 
chanics Lien law will have the atten- 
tion of the next New York State 
Legislature, writes Allen E. Beals in 
the current Dow Service Daily. Build- 
ing Reports. — i 

A circular letter addressed by the 
Plumbing Contractors’ Association of 
New York to the building trades of 
this city on the subject reads as fol 


“As every one actively connected 
with the New York City building in- 
dustry realizes, the lien law of New 
York State does not afford adequate 
protection to. the contractors and 
sub-contractors’ engaged in this 
work. In the opinion of many men 
the situation is now so serious as to 
make some definite action impera- 
tive, and that immediately. 

“Accordingly, it has been decided 
to attempt the revision of this law 
upon the statute. books of the State. 
This. means the presentation to the 
next Legislature of a bill embodying 
the revised law. 

“With this end in view. we sug- 
gest that your association appoint a 
representative or committee to con- 
fer with a committee from this as- 
sociation for the purpose of cooper- 
ating in this essential. project. If 
you are in sympathy with this move- 
ment will you kindly communicate 
with Jere L. Murphy, 238 West 108th 
Street, advising him of the earliest 


possible time such a _ conference 
would be convenient,’’ 


Want More Care With Bonds. 


Coincident with this summons to 
the building industry of New York 
to join forces to correct abuses that 


have meant to them losses runnin 

into large sums of money, sentimen 

has developed for a mechanics’ lien 
law amendment that would encour- 
age surety companies to be more 
careful about underwriting bonds 
covering contracts, 

For example, surety companies 
would have to investigate thoroughly 
the builder and be further assured 
that his financial standing, plus the 
amount of his loan, will provide suf- 
ficient liquid assets in an emergency 
to pay all of his bills. 

Under the present mechanics’ lien 
law, a contractor of a certain type 
car ask an owner for an advance 
beyond the terms of his contract, im- 
plying that if the money is not imme- 
diately forthcoming he will file a 
mechanic’s lien upon the whole job. 
The owner knows that if one lien 
is placed on his building others will 
follow. Foreclosure, with losses to all 
who put any supplies on the job, soon 
results. 

Such manipulations, it is charged, 
have been executed with deliberate 
intent to defraud. One plan is for 
a ray Saree outsider to offer to take 
the uilding off the hands of the 
“distressed”’ owner and in the proc- 
ess the material dealer is left in the 
position of having supplied the neces- 
sary materials for which he receives 
little or no money. . 

According to Albert L. Carr, man- 
id of the Brooklyn branch of the 
Fidelity and Deposit Company of 
Maryland, the owner, caught in such 
a —— now has only two alter- 
natives: Advance the money or take 
the consequences. 


Need for Revision. 


“There certainly is urgent need for 
mechanics’ lien law revision in New 
York,’’ said Mr. Carr. “If there were 
to be an amendment to the act, so 
that when a bond is given it would 
allow the building material man or 
sub-contractor immediately to sue the 
surety company when fraudulent 
raids are made or other necessities 


arise, no surety company that is al- 
lowed to do business in New York 
Siate could prevent payment of any 
judgment as a result of such a claim. 
Building material dealers could then 
demand that such a bond be filled to 
protect them under their contracts, 
with far more assurance of protec- 
jion than they now have.” 

If any one wants the true reason 
for the slump in the. granting of 
building permits in New York dur- 
ing the last five months he can find 
it by, looking straight at this me- 
chanics’ lien law situation. 

Building material dealers and sup- 
ply firms have been doing a smaller 
business from choice, not because 
the volume was not: offered. 

Credit barriers have been raised 
higher in this city in 1927 than in 
any year since 1912-13. 

If they had thought it safe to move 
the volume of materials they did dur- 
ing the post-war building construc- 
tion stampede, building supply firms 
could have done so, but at the risk 
of their own banks making inquiry 
to how much customer paper 

ey were carrying. 

New York is not building as fast 
as it should, neither will it be likely 
to do so until the building supply 
houses feel greater security in the 
contracts they make than they feei 
now. 

Building material distributers in 
felt no effects of the 
truck drivers’ strike for the reason 
that the chauffeurs and drivers in 
New York affecting material dis- 
tributing are not unionized. The 
only effect of the truck drivers’ 
strike on building activity was de- 
lay in the transportation of hollow- 
tile fireproofing material, but assur- 
ances were given that even these 
matters were being worked out with 
the least possible delay to building 
contractors under the circumstances,
